1. An Amendment was filed 10/5/04 in which Claim 36 and 38-40 were cancelled, 

2. Claims 41-55 are allowable because prior art does not disclose a two-wheeled vehicle 
comprising, inter alia, a suspension assembly in the form of a parallelogram including 

two bars of substantially equal length, the bars attached to the vehicle via a wheelholder, 
a spring device connected at least to the wheelholder, and which extends downward 
toward the rear axle, and, 

a power transmission device including two cogwheels.
